That the reaſon why hee received no pre- 
ſents, was, becauſe hee conceived that to 
be the only way to continue in favor; and 
that by other ways being as covetous as 
cruell, hee found out the true ſccrer of 
heaping up treaſure, without appearing 
ambitious.

without couſening the King hee hath this 
way gained many Millions which Wiſe 


men perſ{wade themſelves were never ſpent) 


in the Kings ſervice. 

As for his zeal to augment his Maſters 
greatneſs; ſome are of opinion, Thar the 
excels of ſoeminenta Vertue was in him 
« Vice which produced great Miſchiefs ; 
for he was ſo paſsionate in the purſuance 
of thar defigne, that he feared not to diſ- 
content the Pcople, the Nobility , the 
Princes, the Qucen her ſelf, ſo hee might 
content the Kinz, and carry on his de- 
ſion. 

Firſt, for the People, whoſe Love is the 
main founcarion and ſtrongeſt prop of 
Monarchics : 1 iis blind paſsion carryed 
him away ſo jar, as toendevorto aboliſh 
in Spain divers priviledges and Liberties, 
to the end hce might render the King 
more abſolute over his Subje&s: Hee 
extorted from the Laity and Clergy, by 
the Medrapnates, an invention of his own, 
which was the Payment of balf an years 
R. venues of all Othces and Benefices that 
were beſtowed ; alſo by abafing and rai- 
ſing 
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ſing the value of Conc, an intollerable 
crievance to the Subject; and by many 
other Impoſttions, raiſed above Two hun- 


dred and fixteen Millions of Gold. 
Such like endeavours were the firſt 
ground of the totall revolt of the Catalo- 


14#s, WARO toycther with the people of 


Aragon , hid io great Priviledges and 
Liberties, thar they paſſed rather for a 
people recommended then ſubje& to the 
Kin: s of Spain; whence tc hath ever been 
Arcanum TImperii amongſt the Kings of 
Spain to endeavor to intringe thoſe Privi- 
ledges that rendred {ufpitious the Loyalty 
of thoſe people : Inſomuch, thar in all 
the Wars with France, the Kings of Spain 
Curſt not ſuffer their Armies to march 
that way, Thoſe of Aragon, in that 
notabie buſineſs of Don Antonio Perex , 
were by Philip the ſecond, not withour 
much craft and force, brought into abſo..

The 15 of December the King was 
ſworn, and Fanmary the 28 following, was 
delared and confirmed in a generall Af- 
ſembly or Parliament of the Three States, 
Lords Spiritual , Lords Temporal , and 
Commons of that Kingdom. 

The King ſent a courteous Complement 


by ſome Nobles to the Infanta Marearit 


of Savoy, aſſuring her of all civill uſage 
befitting a Princeſs of her qualiry,defiring 
her withall to forbear all diſcourſe where- 
by ſhe might inſtill into his ſubjeRs hearrs 
any opinion prejudicial to his moſt juſt and 
rishteovs cauſe. But (he notwithſtanding, 
with much boldneſle, after many expreſſ- 
ons of thankfulneſſe to the Duke, fell into 
a large and grave cxhortation to tho « 
Nobles to lay aſide all vain hopes,and re- 
turn to their true allegeance, not donbtins 
ro obtain pardon, but the Rubicon was al- 
ready pafled nor is any Rhetorick power- 
ful enough to perſivade a King to quit a 
Royal Scepter.

plain Garb and ſober diet, often ſaying, 
hat great perſonages ought ro be affable, 
and that any clothes becom them , and 
any diet nouriſheth them ; he is very active 
of body, few there are that can outrun 
him ; and indeed he hath run wel that hath 
oained a Crovn.

Thus was the Kingdom of Portugal,the 
beſt pearl in the king of Spazus Crown, 
utterly loſt, Iris for wealth, power and 
commodity of ſituation, above all other 
thar Kings Dominions 3 It 1s 350 miles 
long , and about 12- broad, lying all a.

With it revolted all the 
Tercera I{lands, all the Eaft Inates, all up- 
on the coaſt of Africa, but onely one 
Town called Ceuta, which is the onely 
place that belonged to the Portugall 
Kings, that is now in the hand of the Spa- 
mard.

& after her leaving Portugall, being ſecretly 
come from Ocara, where the had been in a 
manner contined,and arrived at Court,the 
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Duke did his utmoſt to debar her audi- 
ence with the King , and to diſcredit her 
in the Councell of State, and would not 
vouchſafe to viſit her. Nevertheleſſe the 
Queen invited her to come to her Lodge- 
ings, and took order thar ſhe ſhould have 
opportuity to ſpeak with the King for rwo 

hours ſpace. 
The Infants gave God thanks for her 
ſafe deliverance out of the hands of the 
Portugals, that after ſo great ſufferings, ſhe 
might once more appear in the preſence 
of his Majeſty, to make known her inno. 
cence, and x 4 failings and errors of 0. 
thers, madea brief Relation of all things 
paſt in Portugal, making ir appear that 
ſhe was innocent, and that the loſſe of 
Portuzall was to be attributed to the care- 
leſnefle and negligence, if not to the in- 
tention of the Duke. The Queen in the 
mean time failed not to help out the Infan- 
z4 in all her diſcourſe, which left ſo deep 
an impreſſion in the heart of the King, 
that it may truly be ſaid, That the mor- 
rall wound was given that very day to 
the favour of the Nuke. To diſpatch = 
the 
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the ſooner, it was repreſented to the 


King whar little reſpect the Grandees bare. 


10w to his Majeſty, not waiting upon him 
25 they were wont, bur all retiring them- 
ſelves. The King asked the Marqueſs of 
Carpio what was the reaſon hereof 2 Who 
replied, That being little accounted of by 
the Duke, they judged it more meer 
to forbear the ſervices they owed to his 
Majeſty , then to lie under the ſuſpition of 
the Duke, and to give him occaſion by 
their reſidence at Courr, to make them 
feel the effects of his jealouſie. To help 
forward, there happened a memorable ac- 
cident in Segovia, where {1x men masked 
entring by force into the Governors houſe, 
who imagining them to be Robbers, offe- 
red them money, and all that he had ,, fo 
they would not defile his wife, and de- 
floure his daughters : One of them anſive- 
red, That they were not come to rob him, 
but to ſerve the King, and delivering a pa- 
per into his hands , told him, that if he 
would ſave his life, t he ſhould go imme- 
diatly to! eMadrid and preſent this 
Writing, not to the Duke, but to the King 
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himſelf that it contained affairs very ſecret, 
and of great importance to the State, and 
ro the ſervice of his Majeſty ; and would 
not depart till they ſaw him upon his 
way to Madrid, threatning to kill him if 
he pertormed not that wherero he was ob- 
liged as a fubje&,and as a Miniſter of the 
Kings. Being arrived, he had audience of 
the King, and fo was ſent back to his Go- 
vernment. It was judged by the circum- 
ſtances, that the contents of the Writing 
was very prejudiciall to the Duke. 
Hereunto may be added one thing more 
chat might probably bave a ſtrong influ- 
ence upon the ſpirit of the King for the re- 
movall of his Favourite. The Marqueſs 
of Graya, Ambaſſador in £Maarid for the 
Emperour, bringing with him the here- 
ditary valour of the Houſe of Carett:, 
the courage, prudence, and conduct of At- 
fairs whereof he hath given ſufficient te- 
ſtimonies in the militiry imployments 
which he hath had many years in 7tath, 
in Flanaers, and in Germany, together with 
his great gift of five Languages, which he 
ſpeaks as if they were all naturall, bath 
gained 
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oained him a great eſteem with all men. 


And the liberty which he uſed in ſpeak- 
ing of the affairs of the State (although 
it proceeded from the natural ingenuity 
and zcal towards the intereſt of the Houſe 
of Auſtria ) rendring him odious to the 
Duke, whoſe cars had been accuſtome } to 
hear onely applauſes full of fAlactery, and 
not the plain fincere truth, having now an 
opportunity to revenge himſelf with Ju- 


| ſtice, did ic to the purpoſe : For having re- 


ceived a letter from the Emperour to the 
King, thar the affairs of the Houſe of Au- 


ſtria grew worſe and worſe every day, fo 


that if ſpeedy order Vere not taken, all 
would be ruined, that his Maj:ſtyought to 
coniider wel the qualityof the perſon thet 
had made him loſe Portugall, Catalonia, 
and fo many other Domnions, &c. He 
preſently communicates the ſame to the 
Bucep, together with his inſtructions,that 
he had a part of what he ſhould doe there- 
in (for the Letter was open)and fo had au- 
dience of the King, where it may well be 
imagined with what violence and ardor he 
preſt the affair againſt his enemy.

To all theſe afſaulrs that came upon the 
neck one of another, this was none of the 
leaſt, that the Prince Dox BalthaF ar Carlos 
the only ſon of the King , was now going 
into the fourteenth year of his Ape; yetto 
the great aſtoniſhment of all the world, he 


continued under the tuition of Women, 


without any Officers and ſervants given 
him, after the manner of Princes; whereas 
at the ſame time one of the Kings baſe 
ſons of the ſame age had a Court formed 
him, was declared Generalifſimo of Por- 
tugall, Prince of the Sea, and Grand Prior 
of Caſtile for the order of Malta, and na- 
med Don Fohn de Auſtria , and had the 
Marqueſs of Caſtanieda given him for his 
Governor ; whereat the people murmured 
orcarly : For this Don Fohn was begotten 
upon 2a Woman of baſe Extration, cal- 
led [a Calderonas, a Comedian, not hand- 
ſome, bur of extraordinary pleafantneſs; 
who is fiace madea Nunne. The Youth 
being of excellent parts, and like to make 
a gallant Man, was much affect:d by the 
King, though he be quite of another com- 


plex10n. 
The 
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The King having before been earneſt 


to have formed a Family and Officers for 
the Prince, the Conde Duke alwayes hin- 
dred the ſame; becauſe firſt, hee feared 


that the Prince, who was of a moſt lively 
ſpirit, would then finde out that abroad, 


Bwhereof the King was kepr ignorant at 


home. Secondly, to gain an opportunity 
by prolonging the time, for Don Henry his 


Baſtard to faſhion himſelf for the Court, 
and by his Match and Honours conferred 


upon him, be at length reputed tt to bee 
Governor to the Prince,and ſucceed in the 
orace and favour of the King. Artlength 
the King being carneſtly ſollicited by the 
Queen, formed a Liſt of the Servants thar 
were to ſerve the Prince in his Court now 
0 be erected, becauſe he was of the Age of 
Fourteen years ; giving notice to the Duke 
hat proviſion might be made of al things 
eceſſary ſor a Court : The Duke tooke 
he Liſt and changed a great number in 
he ſame, which diſpleaſed the King ex- 
remely, having been before for other rea- 
ons ſutficiently moved ; after the King 
ſpake of the Princes Lodgings, defiring to

That his Highneſs would be very well in 
the Lodgings of the Tnfante Cardinal 
deceaſed : But why my Lord (replyecd the 
King) will not He be better in thoſe Lod.

very Lodgings that my Father and I had 
being Princes? The Duke was with this 
ſtruck dumbe, perceiving well that his dil- 

ace drew neare : for certain it is, That 
us extreme infolence haſtned as much as 
poſſible the Reſolution that rhe King had 
taken : For that very Evening bis Majeſty 
wrote him a Billet with his own Hand, 
whereby hee forbad him ro meddle any 
more in the Government; and from hence- 
forward hee ſhould retixe to Loeches, not 
fFarre from Madrid , umill farther Ordet 
ſhould bee givea. The Duke read this 
Biller without any diſturbance, reſolving 
m a matter of that weight not to diſcharge 
his minde bur to his Wite only, to whom 

he ſent the Note by a Poſt to LZoeches. 
Nextday ſhe came weeping to her Hul. 
band ; and after rwohoures di(courſe wen 
to ſpeak with the King , who ſoon - 
patch! 


with teares at the Queens feet, beſeeching 
her to intercede for them, in conſideration 
of the many ſervices and fincere faithful- 
neſs of the Duke her husband. 

The Qveen gave her a ſhort anſwer, Lo 
que han hecho Dios los waſallos y los males 
ſuceſſos no lo puede deſhaer el Rey in yo. 
What God, the peop'e, and evill ſucceſſes 
have done, the King nor I can undoe. 
This buſineſfe was not known Friday and 
Saturday to any but Dow Lewis de Haro, of 
whom the King made uſe to talk with the 
Duke about ſome ſecret affairs. This Don 
Lews de Haro is Nephew to the Duke, but 
ſo hated by him, that larely his mother 
dying, who was ſiſter to the Duke , he 
would not once ſend to yiſit -him 5 not- 
withſtandinz Doz Lews carried himſelfe 
ſo Nobly in this occaſion, that caſting 
himielfe at the kings feet, he beſeeched 
him that in regard the Dukes removall 
was irrevocable, yet that it would pleaſc 


| his Majeſty at leaſt that it ſhould be done 


with all the mildne(s, and with as litcle 
diminution: of his Honox, as the Juſtice _

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The third effe&,and perhaps that which

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Wblcneſs of blood is not ro be equalled by 
any the Subjects of that Kingdome, For 
he ſhews in the Arms of his Predeceſſors, 
fyve Royall Quarrers, To accompliſh this 
match, it was neceſſary to annull the for- 
mer marriage by an order from Rome, The 
Pope deputes the Biſhop of A4vi/z with 
full power, who notwithſtanding the Pro- 
ſts of the woman, gave ſentence againſt 
her, becauſe ſhe was not married by her 
own Parſon,although ſome more conſcien- 
tious Divines gave their opinions in favour 
of the woman, and that the marriage was 
zood and valuable; but the authority of 
the Favourite prevailed over theſe reaſons, 
and the marriage was ſolemnly broken.

Don Hepry received the 
Habit of Alcaztara with a Commanderie 
of ten thouſand Crownes and was decla- 
red a gentleman of the Kings bedchamber 
with promiſe to have the Charge of Preſi- 
dent of the Indies and all to make way 
for to be governour to rhe Prince for 
which porpoſe the Prince was kept under 
the government of the Ducheſle of 0l7- 
wares nd no Court formed longer then 
the ordinary and accuſtomed time.

Thirdly , Don Artonio ill:gitimate 
ſonn to the Infant P. Lewis , pretended 
that his mother was lawfully wedded (as 
well as bedded) with his father, 

Fourthly, Catherine de Medicis widow 
of Henry the 2. King of France as deſcen- 
ded from the King of Portugal D. Alfonſo, 
the 3. and for that all ſince that King have 
raoned unjuſtly. 

Fiftly, Philbert Dake of Savoy ſonne to 
Beatrice , younger daughter to Emanuel ,

Next, ut was alledged againſt the 
Queen of France, that preſcription of a- 
bove 300 years (whereas Lawyers allow 
100 years a ſufficient Title for any King- 
dome) lay moſt evidently againſt her. 

Againſt the people it was anſwered, Thar 
untill the Royall Line of a Kingdome be 
quite extin,there can be no right of ele- 
ction in them. 

Bur the main Argument whereby King 
Philip confuted theſe and all other pre- 
renders, was his ſword, wherewith like a- 
nother .Mlexander, he cut that Gordian 
knot ; wherefore not to loſe time nor op- 
porrunity, whilſt the Univerſity — 
UC 
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the moſt powerful Arguments, he made 
all preparations poſſible for a powerful 
Army to be ready, in the mean time 
wrought ſo effeQtually with Father Leoz 
Henriques, 2 Jeſuir, and Confeſfor ro King 
Henry,and Fricr Ferdinando Caſtilla Do: 
minican, that all intentions prejudicial to 
King Fhilips defignes weie craftily diver- 
red, as from declaring the Dutcncſs of 
Bragarn7 a next heir, whereunto King Hen- 
7y was moſt inclinable ; alſo from marry- 
ing in hopes of iſſue, whereto he was 
once fo farre periwaded , as to endea- 
vour a diſpenſation from Rome; bur his 
hopes and intentions were ſoon afrer cut 
off by death : the newes whereof arri. 
ving to King Philip, he marched away 
immed:tly with an Army of above twen- 
ty thouſand old Souldiers rowards L:ſ- 
bon, where he tound no other reſiſtance 
but Doz Adzatonio, one of the torementio. 
ned pretcniers in the head of a popular 
cumult,raticr then a regular Army, which 
being ſoon diſcomfired, and the ſuburbs 
of Lr5ben ſacked, to gratifie the Souldi- 
ers, he ea{ily made himfelf Maſter of the

had ſent Cardinal Riaris Legat into Spain, 
with order to diſſwade the Catholique 
King from raiſing Arms, and ſo to paſle 
intro Portugal, there to arbitrate the 
right between all pretenders.. Phzlip to a- 
yoid this, and yet to approve himſelfe (as 
he always profeſt) a moſt obedient ſon of 
the Church, he gave ſecret order in all 
places where the Legat was to paſſe, that 
he ſhould be entertained with all reſpect 
and magnificence pofſible, and thereby be 
ſo dexterouſly detained,thar the kingdom 
mighr be woſſeſſed by him before the Le- 
gat could arrive at Gourt, which was 
acted accordingly, and the Legat wel 
ſatisfied in his entertainment, though not 
n his negotiation. | 

When the Nobility and people of Por- 
tugall ſaw themſelves thus unawares yo- 
ked by the Caſtilians againſt whom above 
all. other there was ever a Certain antipa- 
thy of nature, they were exceedingly dil- 
contented , but ſeeing there was no hope 
to withſtand ſo great a Potentate as Phi-

Some gave great 
creditto old Prophefies, eſpecially to that 
of an Hermit to King Alfozſo the firſt, 
that he ſhould overcome the <oors with 
their five Kings, and that in the fixteenth 
Generation his line ſhould fail for a time, 
but that then God ſhould have compal- 
ſion on them. And to a letter of St. Ber- 
ard wrot to the ſame King Alfonſo, the 
Originall whereof was by the laſt King 
of France given to the Ambaſſadour of 
Portugall, 641. the tenor of it was, that 
he rendred thanks for the lands beſtowed 
upon him to build a Monaſtery , that in 
recompence thereof God bad him declare 
unto him, that there ſhould not fail a na- 
tive of Portugal to fir upon thac Throne, 
unleſle for the greatneſs of their fins God 
would chaſtiſe them for a time : bur that 
this time of chaſtiſement ſhould nor laſt 
60 Years.

heads with theſe expeCtarions, King Phz- 
lip proceeded ſenſim ſine ſenſu to eſtabliſh 
and confirm his right and power over the 
kingdome, and to break thoſe ſhackles of 
Soveraionty wherewith he was fettered, 
whoſe footſteps his fon King Philip. the 
third followed exactly, though not with 
that craft and diſſimulation as his Father 
had done ; yet during their reigns it muſt 
be acknowledged that of many Articles 
ſome-were obſerved ; but as ſoon as Ph:- 
lip rhe fourth at preſent King of Spain, 
was warm in his Throne, it was reſolved 
by the Count de Olivarez , Duke of Saint 
Lucar, that the beſt way to continue that 
Nation in ſubjcRion and peace, was to 
aboliſh all their priviledges, which were 
but ſo many encouragcinents to oppoſe 
the Kings deſignes; in purſuance where- 
of the Durchets of Mantuu was made Go. 
vernor of Portuzal, although ſhe was nei- 
ther Daughter, Siſter, Aunt or Neece to the 
King; the great Offices were beſtowed 
upon Caſtilians, Italians, and other For- 
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reigners; penſions out of the Biſhopricks, 
and other Eccleſiaſtical promotions, were 
alſo given to ſtrangers ; the governments 
of Caſtles and Towns were put into the 
hands of Caſtilians : new Impoſitions were 
laid upon the people, the Revenues of the 
kingdome were imployed for the uſe of 
the Court at Madrid, &c. 

And thart this defign of 0/zvare; might 
be no way hindred, the Nobility , and 
ableſt men of the Kingdome were drawn 
torth ſome to Court, ſome to employ- 
ments in Warre, and ſome to priſons, 
where they were deſtined to ſlaughter, as 
appeared by a Letter written from Ma- 
arid to VaſcoxJellos his Agent at Lisbon,

The Kingdome of Portugall having 
been poſlefled by three Kings of Spaine, 
ſucceſſively from the yeare 1580. untill 
the year 164 0. not full ſixty years, ac- 
cording to the prophecy of St Bernard; 
for before Philip the ſecond was received 
and {worn their King,it was April, 1581. 
whereas the preſent king of Portugal, 
Don Fon the fourth was proclaimed on 
the firſt of December, 1640, being then 
at Villavicioſa his Country-houſe ; upon

pomp or cuard, he entred into Lihon, yet 
with ſo great ſecurity, as if he had been 
ouarded with a moſt invincible Army; 
whereupon he ſaid, That to be King and 
Soveraien of the Portugzall Nation, there 
was no neeed off any other Guard or Arme; 
then the hearts of the people. So ſoon as 
it was known in Li5-op that the King Was 
arrived, the concourſe of People was fo 
great before the Palace, and the joy fo

Ulpon the fifteenth following was the 
King ſolemnly crowned, in the great place 
before his Palace, upon a Theater, Wheron 
was raiſed a great Scaffold, and upon that 
a lefſer , whercon was placed three ſteps 
higher a Chaire of State under a Canop 
all covered over with clotly of Gold ; 
about Midday came forth his Majeſty in 
2 Suit of Cheſnut.coloured Velvet em- 
broidered with Gold and Buttons of Dia- 
monds ; abour his Neck a Collar of great 


value, whereunto hung the habit of the 


chief order of Knighthood , called , E/

King at Arms ha- 
ving cried 0 ye thrice, Ferdinando Telle; 
de Meneſes, knight Marſhal, with a lowd 
voyce ſaid, Royal, Royal, Royal, for the hizh 
and mizhty Lord King Fohn the fourth ow 
Soveraizne; and the Heralds with al| 
the people ecchoed , Royal, Royal, Roy- 
al: Then all the Drummes , Trumpets 
and F ifes ſounding, his Majeſty came off 
the Theater, and mounting on Horſe- 
back, rode under a moſt rich Cloth of 
State towards the great -Church, with all 
his Grandees and Nobles before him bare 
headed on foor. By the way in a great 
open place were preſented unto the King, 
rogether with an eloquent Harangue, tic 
keyes of the Citic; which being rc- 
turned, his Majeſty rode forward with in- 
credible acclamations and applauſe , the 
L:dies out of the Windowes .throwing 
down Flowers and {weet Waters upon

The kingdome of Portugall being thus 
ſtabliſhed, care was taken to give timely 
notice hereof to all places under their ſub- 
ſection in all parts: of the world, fo that 
not long after the King was with uncx- 
preflible joy proclaimed in the Iſland Ma- 
dera, in Porto Santo, in MaFagan and Aer 
upon the coaſt of Africa, in the Ifland of 
St Michael, in the kingdome of 4zzola, in 
the Tercera Iſlands, (although the Gover- 
nor there made ſome reſiſtance at firſt) in 
Brafile, in all the Eaſt Tndies, and as far as 
China, | 

On the 8 of Farnary following , with 


the like pompous f{olemnity the three E- 


ſtates took an oath to the Prince in theſe 
words: We acknowleage and receive for 
our true and Naturall Prince, the high and 
excellent Prince D. Theodofio, Son, Heir, 
and ſucceſſor of our ſoveraien Lord the 
King

The Commerce and correſpondence 
that have always been between the king. 
dom of Portngal and Denmark , induced 
King Fohx to ſend Ambaſſadors thither ; 
but the greater correſpondence with the 
Houſe of Auſtria, and ſome dependence 
apon the Empcrour , hindred the recep- 
ton of that Ambaſlage,; yet the King, 
and all the principal of the kingdom, de-- 
firing not to break with Portugal , gave 
all other ſatisfaction poſſible by extraor- 
dinary courteſies and reſpe& to the Am- 
baſſa''ors, who from thence went into 
Swethland, where they were received with 
much ſolemnity and rejoycing by the 
whole kingdome. Ther reception at the 
young Queens Court at Srockholm,was ve- 
ry magnificent, where a league was ſoon 
concluded, and the Ambaſſadors diſmiſ- 
ſed )as the manner is there) with chains of 
' Gold, 
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Gold, and her Majeſties portrait in a Me- 


dall of Gold. With the like readineſs did 


the Starcs of th Low-Countries receive the 
Ambaſlage bronght thither by that wors- 
thy p:rſonage, Triflano de MendoJa Hur- 
tada,and a Truce of ten years made with 
Portugal ; not a peace becauſe the Hol- 
Lander having conquered many places in 
Braſil, Angola, &c. whilſt thoſe countries 
wereunder the King of Spazy, that neither 
fide might be prejudiced, the King of Por- 
t#gal would not approve of the conqueſts, 
becauſe they were places depending on 
the Crown of Portugal; nor could the 
States promiſe reſtitution , becauſe they 
now belonged to their Weſt Tndy Compa. 
ny , who fince have often violated the 
Articles of this Truce, to the great diſ- 
honor of the States, ro whom ({o long as 
they negleR to puniſh the tranſgreſlors of 

eir own Capitulations ) no State will 
treat or truſt for the future, ſeeing them ſo 
ſbamefully break their word without the 
leaſt occafion given. 

It was long debated in the Court of

Second- 
ly, becauſe the Pope, although he was ne- 
ver in heart a Spaniard, yet he would ne- 
ver yceld ro thew himſelfe an enemy to 
the Catholick King. Moreover, the Spa- 
niard cunninzly fomenting the opinion 
which all the world had entertained, That 
his Holineſs did in all things incline to che 
French intereſt, would from ſuch a recep. 
con 
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tion draw as'much as they could ever as 
or ceftre; for this cauſe the Pope (that he 
mighr not ſeem their enemy ) alwayes 
granted them what ever they demanded : 
Therefore it was alledged, That it would 
be better firſt to ſound rhe mind and in- 
Clinations of his Holineſs, then to run the 
hazard of ſome diſgrace and afront to his 
Majefty and the whole Nation. And in 
caſe the Pope ſhould reſolve not to re- 
czive the Ambaſſage,to whom could they}
